New Tonk, September 17.— The Sun’s cot- 
ton article says: Futures opened at 9 to 13 
points decline, closing steady at 5 to 8 points 
decline from yesterday’s closing prices.

The President’s Answer to the Augusta Del- 
egation. 
“WASHINGTON, September 17.—The presi- 
dent this morning, by appointment, received a 
delegation of prominent citizens from Augusta, 
Ga., who desired to extend to him a formal in- 
vitation to attend the exposition to be held in 
that city from the 2d to the 28th of November. 
The delegation was headed by Hon. Patrick 
Walsh, the president of the exposition associa- 
tion. and was accompanied by ex-Representa- 


tive Clements, of Georgia. 

The members of the delegation were intro- 
duced to the president by Colonel Walsh, and 
after a few pleasant remarks had been ex- 
changed, Colonel Walsh said: 

Mr. President, a few months ago four or five 
citizens of Augusta, Ga., called upon you to invite 
you to the world’s fair to be held there. We have 
come back in larger numbers to renew our invita- 
tion and to express the hope that you will favor 
us with your presence at our exposition in Novem- 
ber.

GOSSIP OF THE VATICAN. 


The Pope’s Health Improving—Several Offi- 
cers to Resign, Etc. 

Romer, September 17.—The pope’s health is 
said to be better than fora long time. Never- 
theless, his physicians insist more vigorously 
than ever that he observe their hygienic pre- 
scriptions in order that he may be strong 
enough to receive the various pilgrimages now 
being organized. It is the intention of the 
pope to receive each one of these in a special 
audience and with appropriate addresses. 

Preliminary arrangements are being made 
for several beatifications during the pilgrim- 
ages, beginning with the French. 

Several of the prominent officials at the vati- 
can have asked to be relieved of office. Among 
these are Cardinal Rampolla, secretary of 
state, andMonsignor Mocenni, assistant secre- 
tary of state. The latter is said to be displeased 
because he has not been made a cardinal and 
because others younger in years and official 
life have been preferred for high diplomatic 
positions. 

Immediately after the pilgrimages which

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PISTOL AND POISON | 


Found Beside the Dead Bodies of Two 
California Lovers. 


THE GURU'S PARENTS OBJECTED 


To Their Daughter Marrying Mr. 
: Montgomery, 


AND A BLOODY TRAGEDY THE RESULT. 


It Is Supposed the Man Killed the Girl 
and Then Blew His Own Brains 
Out—Other Criminal News. 


Wooptanp, Cal., September 17.—The life- 
less bodies of Miss May Adams and J. W. 
Montgomery were discovered this morning 
lying in the rear yard of a small unoccupied 
residence. A vial labeled poison“ and a 
Smith & Wesson revolver were found beside 
them. Investigation showed that Montgomery 
first shot Miss Adams in the left temple and 
then fired a shot through his own brain. Miss 
Adams was the daughter of L. B. Adams, who 
represented this county two terms in the legis- 
lature. Montgomery was the son of Judge 
Montgomery, of Stockton. The supposition is 
that the murder and suicide is the result of the 


refusal on the part of the lady’s parents to per- 
mit their marriage. 


SHOT THE SUPERINTENDENT, 


But Failed to, Get the Booty They Were 
Aiming to Get. 

Nevapa Crry, Cal., September 17.—L. 
Galavotti, superintendent of Derbec Drift 
mine, was murdered by highwaymen this 
morning while coming to this city with $5,000 
in gold bars, just cleared up at the mine. 

Galavotti and J. D. Ostrom werein a two- 
horse buggy, ascending South Yuba rivergrade, 
six miles from this city, when a rifle shot was 
fired from the bank above. The 
ball entered the back of Galavotti’s 
head and emerged from his mouth, 
causing instant death. Ostrom struck the 
horses with the whip, urging them into à run 
up the steep grade just as a second shot was 
fired. The bullet entered the neck of one of 
the horses, but a turn in the road soon took 
the team out of range of the shooters. 
Ostrom centinued to force the team * the 
grade, holding his companion’s dead y in 
the vehicle with his arm and being soaked 
from head to foot with his life blood, Reach- 
ing the Mt. Vernon house, Ostrom left Galla- 
votti's body and his bullion and then rode to 
this city to notify the officers. A wagon has 
gone out after the dead superintendent’s body 
and several squadsof armed men started for 
the scene of the murder.

The Prisoners in Savannah. 

There was as much anxiety displayed to see 

them as if they had been Jesse James and 


Rube Burrows. The detectives were pushed 


about, and the prisoners looked anxiously 
around as if they feared violence. The crowd, 
though, had no such object in view. All it 
wanted was to have its curiosity 
gatisfied. Slowly the men made their 
way to East Broad street. Here a Southern 
Express wagon was awaiting them. Into this 
the prisoners were dumped. Then the detect- 
ives took their places, and the vacant space 
was filled with sturdy employes of the express 
company. In all there were probably fifteen 
men in the wagon, besides the prisoners. There 
was some good-natured guying from the crowd 
about the attention that was being paid 
the robbers, and then the driver whipped 
up his horses and started towards Liberty 
street, and on to the Southern Express office, 
All the way the wagon, with its human 
freight, was the center of all eyes. Somehow 
or other, everybody seemed to guess at once 
that the robbers were in it, and everybody 
made an effort to get a fleeting view of them.

Just then Basch entered 
and covering DeLaughter, ordered him to 
throw his hands up. He did so at once, and 
the other members of the party entering, the 
three men were handcuffed, and afterward 
dressed. They made not the slightest attempt 
at resistance, 

“The entire sum of money found in their 
possession was $7. 

On the Way Back. 

„After making the arrest we drove our pris- 
oners to Madison, where they were placedéin 
jail. Nearly the entire population of the town 
turned out to see the prisoners, and on our 
way to the jail we were followed by about one 
thousand people. DeLaughter, we learned, 
was generally looked upon by the people of 
Madison and vicinity as a desperado. He did 
not seem to have a friend in the 
town, and, after learning of his 
crime, even his family turned their 
backs on him. His parents were highly spoken 
of and are generally esteemed in the commu- 
nity. His father is an old lawyer and lost a 
leg in the confederate service. He owns the 
large farm of about fifteen hundred acres on 
which he lives. 

„Wos left Madison with the prisoners at 4:15 
o’clock yesterday afternoon. We were met at 
every station on the route by crowds of people 
anxious to see the captured robbers. At Way- 
cross the depot was literally packed.“ 

Detective Basch Talks: 

Detective Si Basch, who, with Detectives 
Bedford and Crim, of Atlanta, were the real 
captors of the robbers, in his account of the 
capture, says: 

„While Jackson and the sheriff were talk- 
ing to old man DeLaughter, Bedford left the 
place where we were stationed. He ran along 
in back of the house and up the passageway 
to the door of the room where the men were 
quartered. I followed almost at his side. 
Bedford saw the door was unlocked, gave the 
signal and entered. DeLaughter slept in a 
single bed by the door. Bedford looked at 
him. He seemed to be sleeping. Over 
in the other corner of the room, near 
the window, was a double bed. In this 
were Turner and Perkins. Pistol in hand, 
Bedford stole across the room and covered 
them. Bedford’s back wasthen toward De- 
Laughter. All that I have told you was but 
the work of afew seconds. Just as Bedford 
covered Turner and Perkins, DeLaughter 
jumped up in bed with a forty-four Colt in his 
hand. He had been playing, possum. He saw 
Bedfrod enter the room and closed his eyes. 
Fortunately DeLaughter’s move was too late. 
I had him covered with my double-barreled 
shotgun before he had the pistol raised. 

„Drop it,’ I said. He looked at the shot- 


oo for a few seconds and then let the pistol 
all on the bed. 

„Up with your hands,’ I added. He put 
them up about half way.

„It takes longer to tell all this than it did 
for it tooccur. In the meantime, as n as 
Bedford gave the signal, Captain Crim pulled 
off the shutter and jumped in, pistol in hand, 
followed by the sheriff’s man, who had been 
stationed at the cotton house. Them others 
rushed in, and the three men were dressed and 
handcuffed. 

„It was a close call for Bedford,“ continued 
Detective Basch. He realized it when he 
turned, as I first called to DeLaughter, and 
said, ‘By G&, Basch, you saved me this time 
sure enough.’ 

They Were Nervy Men. 


„I want to tell you that Bedford is a mighty 
nervy man. So are Crim and Jackson. They 
make a team worth working with. You can’t 
give them too much§praise. Captain Jackson 
can lay a plan for the capture of a lot of crimi- 
nals about as cleverly as any one I know.“ 

The Robbers Confess. 


Soon after their arrival here, Detective 
Jackson asked the men if they desired to make 
a confession, stating that, of course, it rested 
entirely with them whether they should do so. 
At noon they all voluntarily made an open 
breast of the whele matter. Each was ex- 
amined, and heard separately by Jackson. 
They stated that they had made up their minds 
to make the robbery of trains their sole busi- 
ness, and had equipped themselves with a good 
outfit in the shape of weapons. De- 
Laughter was the leader and head 
of the party, and everything was 
done under his directions and at his instigation. 
Perkins and Turner asserted that they followed 
his orders implicitly in regard to everything. 
DeLaughter is the one who conceived the idea 
of last Friday night’s robbery. The men did 
not, according to their statement, take the 
train in Savannah on that night, but got on 
when the train slowed up at the four-mile 
crossing. They had no difficulty in accomplish- 
ing the robbery and effecting their escape. De- 
Laughter says he fired the shot on entering the 
car, but did not intend to hit Messenger Coulter, 
only desired to frighten him. The men pro- 
ceeding, after the robbery, to the house on 
Henry street lane, where they remained all 
night. The next morning they walked down 
to the business section of the city, and bought 
several more pistols and a quantity of whisky. 
They learned during the morning that the 
news of the robbery h spread 
over the entire city, and that 
detectives were out looking for them. 
It was then that they decided to go 
to DeLaughter’s father’s place at Mosely hall. 
They intended to lay over here a month until 
the matter had to some extent blown over. At 
the expiration of that time they laid their 
plans to cross over to the Georgia Southern 
and Florida railroad and hold up and rob one 
of the trains on that road in the same manner 
that they did the Central night express on 
Friday night. 

Their Pictures Taken. 

The usual preliminary examination {was 
waived, and shortly after 1 o’clock the three 
men were taken to Lanney & Goebel’s photo- 
graphic studio and their photographs were 
taken. From there they were taken at once 
to the county jail. Captain Jackson states 
that these men had spent about one hundred 
and twenty-fivedollars of the plunder. The 
remainder of the stolen money will, he says, 
be recovered. : ag

HE CONFESSES THAT HE IS THE MAN, 


And Tells the Whole Story of the Killing, 
Claiming that It Was Done in 
Self-Defense, . 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., September 17.—[Spe- 
cial,]—James Slater, wanted in Jesup, Ga., 
for the murder of, William A. Oliver, was 
arrested here by Officer Sammons, of the city 
police, who recognized him while on a street 
car in Brooklyn suburb. 

The killing occurred on August Iith, in 
Wayne county, not far from Jesup. Slater 
was at once locked up in the county jail, and 
the authorities at Jesup notitied by telegraph. 

Slater was seen at the jail tonight by TRI 
ConsTiTuTION reporter, and told the following 
story: 

Slater Tells His Story. 

Ves, I may as well own up. I killed Will- 
jam Oliver. We were working together that 
day. The trouble all started about a scandal 
that Oliver had told to me. The man in- 
volved in the scandal came to me, and I told 
him Oliver was my informant. Oliver denied 
it. I called on him and told him I wanted to 
talk about what he said about that man and 
woman.. He denied telling me of it, and began 
to curse me for everything he could 
think of. I begged him to be cool, as I wanted 
no difficulty. He got in such a passion that 
he snatched a paling from a fence, broke it 
in half, and came up tome with it raised in 
his hands. I drew my knife in the meantime, 
and told him not to strike me. He pressed 
against me and struck me. I raised my knife, 
and he struck it and cut my hand. I-warded 
off the next and third blow, receiving it on my 
left arm, and then struck him in the neck 
with the knife, inflicting a wound from which 
he died in about five hours. 

His Flight from the Country. 

“Oliver was a much larger man than I, and 
would have killed me had I not defended 
myself. I left the county soon after and came 
to Florida, and have been about here since. I 
have a wife and four children with my people 
in Bulloch county, Georgia. They left 
Wayne county and went there after I killed 
Oliver. I am thirty-two years of age. I 
am very sorry of the deed, but do not fear the 
consequences of atrial. I acted in self-de- 
fense. I fear Oliver’s family. I expect to go 
back to Georgia for trial.“ 


CAGED IN SOUTH CAROLINA. 


A Georgia Murderer Tracked by a Hall 
County Officer. 


GAINESVILLE, Ga.,September 17.—[Special.]

Mrs. Kelly seized Willie by the feet, think- 
ing she could hold him in that position until 
the mill could be stopped.

The tongs on the other side of the stone, in

Joseph Wingteld, of Rome, Ends His 
IIe with a Bullet. 


WRITES A COOL NOTE TO THE CORONER, 


Anda Pistol Doesthe Rest—No Cause for 
the Deed—Suicide of His Father 
Seven Years Ago. 


4 


Roux, Ga., September 17.—[Special.}—Mr. 
Joseph Wingfield, one of the best known citi- 
zens of Rome, committed suicide atthe Rome 
hotel at 9 o’clock Wednesday night. 

Early in the evening, probably at 7:30 
o' clock, he registered at the hotel, asking Mr, 
Morris, the clerk, for a room, stating that he 
wished to take the 2 o’clock train for Atlanta. 

After leaving instructions to be waked up 
at 1:30 o’clock, he was shown up to room 13. 

A few minutes after 9 o’clock the parties 
who were in the house heard a report which 
they first thought to be the falling of a window 
sash. 

Mr. Gomez directed Mr. Morris to go to room 
13 and wake Mr. Wingfield, and find out if 
there was anything wrong. 

Finding the Body. 

Morris tapped on the door but there was no 
response other than a gurgling noise, as though 
some one was strangling. Policemen Guice 
and Wimpee were sought, and they forced an 
entrance to the room, where a horrible sight 
was disclosed. 

There, lying on his right side across the bed, 
his head bent overin a pool of blood, in his 
right hand a thirty-eight caliber Smith & Wes- 
son pistol, with his left hand under him and 
his legs drawn up, was the corpse of Joseph 8. 
Wingfield. 

On the table a light burned; and near it 
were six letters, addressed in a cool, steady 
hand to the following parties: W. M. Tow- 
ers, Mrs. Joseph Wingfield, Linton A. Dean, 
Captain C. O. Stilwell, Cherokee Lodge No. 
66 F. & A. M., and Rome Lodge No. 40 I. 
O. O. F. . 

There was also an open letter addressed to 
the coroner, with a match-box on it to keep it 
on the table. 

Had Taken Morphine. 

Four empty papers marked morphine, six 
grains, one with the name of D. G. Hunt on 
it, shows that he had taken twenty-four grains 
before he committed the terrible deed. 

The glass, with a few dregs in the bottom, 
was sitting near by. 

Policeman Guice went after Coroner Dren- 
non, and, in the meantime, Dr. Hammond ar- 
rived and made a superficial examination, 
when it was ascertained that the ball had en- 
tered the right temple, and, ranging upward, 
had passed entirely through the head and 
buried itself in the ceiling, where it was taken 
out by Dr. Hammond. | 

His Wife Went Wild. 

Mr. Nathan Webb went to Ramey’s stable 
and told one of the drivers to go by for Mr. W. 
M. Towers or Mr. Arthur Sullivan and get one 
of them to go out to bringin Mrs. Wingfield. 

The driver took another negro with him and 
drove out to Mrs. Wingfield’s at once, dis- 
obeying instructions. 

He went up to the house and knocked at 
the door. Mrs. Wingfield thinking it was her 
husband, opened the door only to hear a negro 
say that Mr. Gomez said come down to the 
hotel that her husband had shot and killed 
himself.”’ 

This was terrible news to the poor wife, 
and broken in such a manner, was perfectly 
horrible. : 

Mrs. Wingfield told the negro to go over 
and get Mrs. Berry, and when this lady and 
her daughter, Miss Mattie, arrived, they found 
Mrs. Wingfield entirely out of her mind. Her 
grief was heart-rending. 

No cause can be assigned for the terrible 
deed. The suicide’s letter to the coroner 
throws no light on the tragedy. It is as 
follows: 

Letter to the Coroner. 

SEPTEMBER 16.—To the Coroner: This is no 
mystery, but done by my own hand. Please see 
that the letters are delivered to the parties ad- 
dressed, without opening before your jury. 

JOSEPH 8. WINGFIELD 
The Letter Identified. 

The letter to the coroner was then identified 
by Mr. R. D. VanDyke and Rev. Fred Estes, 
who were familiar with Mr. Wingfield’s writ- 


ing. 
The Verdict. 

The jury then agreed upon the following 
verdict: ; 

STATE OF GEORGIA, FLOyD County, Ron, Ga., 
September 16, 1891.—We, the jury chosen and 
sworn to investigate the cause of the death of 
Joseph S. Wingfield, find that he came to his 
death by a pistol shot fired by his own hands, in 
room No. 13, at the Rome hotel, with suicidal in- 
tent.

The story in our news columns yesterday 
of the man in North Carolina who received 
a bequest of $100,000 for his courtesy to a 
northern stranger in his town made very 
pleasant reading. 

It shows that politeness, like honesty, is 
the best policy. 

We have in this cold world plenty of per- 
functory courtesy—the counterfeit society 
article, made up of smiles and bows, and in- 
sincere professions, but there is very little 
of that old-fashioned consideration for 
others which makes life fuil of sweetness 
and light. 

It is strange that men do not cultivate 
this spirit and its outward manifestations 
more than they do. It costs nothing, makes 
people happier, and sometimes, as in the 
case of the North Carolina man, it pays ina 
material sense. ‘Thousands of men with no 
capital except their magnetic, attractive de- 
meanor, have reached the topmost pinnacle 
of success. If don't be a clam’’ is good 
advice, don’t be a bear is equally good. 

Of course, the story which we have taken 
for our text has its hymorous aspect. It 
suggests the immense possibilities that may 
result froma little kindness to the average 
northern tenderfoot when he comes among 
us in search of climate and other war relics. 
Instead of laughing at his bangs and twangs, 
let us share our possum and taters’’ with 
him, and show him what a clever set of 
fellows we are. These consumptive yankees 
. who trot around the country feeling so des- 
perately lonesome that they are ready to 
sling a round $100,000 at the first man who 
meets them in the spirit of true comradeship 
are not to be sneezed at. 

The story, whether we take it seriously or 
humorously, points a moral that is as old as 
the hills. 


The Exiles Among Us. 

We talk sometimes of exiles and their 
hard lot, but we have in mind the unfortu- 
nate foreigners who for political and other 
reasons leave their native countries and 
seek new homes in strange lands. 

But there are other exiles whose condition 
is just as deserving of pity. Right here in 
Atlanta, as in every large city, there will be 
found hundreds of men and women who are 
practically exiles. Every winter they come 
here from their country homes, in the un- 

certain hope of bettering their fortunes, No 
autocratic ruler and no proscriptive political 
party banish them from the old plantations 
where they were born, but stern necessity 

sends them forth and burns the bridges be- 
* hind them. 

Many a farmer after years of unprofitable 
industry gets tired of it. He sees his wife 
wearing out with anxiety, and he sees no 
future for his children. In despair he re- 
solves to leave the country and try the city. 
He is willing to work, and it strikes him 
that after he gets a foothold everything will 
be easy. 

But getting the foothold is the trouble. 
When he moves to the city he finds others 
like him seeking employment and business 
opportunities. The months and years roll 
by and these men finally realize ithe fact that 
they are just as much exiles as they would 

be if they had been banished from their 

homes. They are too poor to return, and 
most of them are unwilling to return and 
admit that their venture was a failure. 

So they remain, hoping agafnst hope, try- 
ing various poorly paid occupations, and 
living in many instances on the scanty 
wages of theirchildren. Nopen can de- 
scribe their bitter disappointment. Instead 
of finding plenty of employment at good 
wages, they find fifty applicants for every 
situation. They find moreover that the big 
salaries they dreamed of are exceptional, the 
rule being low wages everywhere. 

The exiles try to make the best of it, and 
from time to time they welcome newcomers 
from their old neighborhoods, and congrat- 
ulate them upon coming to grow up with 
the city. Poor fellows! There comes a 
time at last to most of them when they can 

no longer disguise their despair. A few 
with desperate energy push themselves into 
Places where hard work will earn them a 
- Jiving, but what becomes of the others? 
Gradually they drop out of sight. Debt, 
poverty, drink and disease make an end of 
them, or they drift to another city to sink or 
_ swim as the case may be.

The Third Party Discussion. 

There seems to be something of a lull in 
the talk about a third party in Georgia, and 
this lull is a very timely one in all respects. 
There has never been the slightest excuse 
for such talk, as Tun CONSTITUTION has 
frequently pointed out, and yet, for a long 
time, a number of our esteemed contempo- 
raries have refused to go to press unless their 
editorial columns contained long harangues 
on the probability of a third party in Geor- 
gia..

fealty of those who constitute and have al- 
ways constituted the backbone of the south- 
ern democracy. ‘Those who have been pro- 
testing against an imaginary third party are 
the very ones who have been most active in 
keeping the idea alive, and their protests 
have been based on suspicions so unjust, and 
have resulted in charges so baseless, that 
there has been danger of a reaction, having 
its origin in a belief on the part of the far- 
mers that the democratic leaders are respon- 
sible for the intolerance at the bottom of 
it all, 

We say, therefore, that the lull in the talk 
about a third party is timely. There has 
never been any danger of such a movement, 
except in the direction we have mentioned, 
and the farmers have shown that their con- 
servatism is proof against unjust aspersions 
and groundless charges. We can very readily 
perceive how the farmers may be driven into 
indifference towards the democratic party by 
willful abuse and unjust attacks, and it is for 
this reason we have protested against the at- 
titude assumed by some of our editorial 
brethren and ambitious politicians. 

There is no reason why democrats who do 
not believe in the alliance policy should con- 
tinue to nag and abuse the democrats who 
do believe in it, There is now, and always 
has been, room in the democratic party for 
men holding widely divergent views on mat- 
ters of policy, and these divergent views 
have always existed. It is only when the 
party speaks through its chosen representa- 
tives that this divergence melts into active 
and aggressive unity. 

We say, therefore, to those who are in 
favor of harmony and unity, stop nagging 
the farmer; cease pursuing the spook of a 
third party that will never materialize. 


Dogberry as a Financier. 

The Augusta Chronicle gives editorial 
prominence to some remarks made in the 
weekly circular of Hambleton & Co., a firm 
of Baltimore bankers, in regard to the free 
coinage of silver. We gather from the ex- 
tracts which The Chronicle gives that Ham- 
bleton & Co. are very much troubled in 
theirminds because the question has been 
taken up by political parties, and their anx- 
iety leads them into making some very queer 
remarks in a highfalutin style not common 
to overworked and hard-pressed bankers. 

In the midst of their agitation, which is 
needless as Well as fruitless, Hambleton & 
Co. say that measured by incontrovertible 
laws of finance and by dearly bought 
experience, free silver coinage must 
stand condemned as wrong in prin- 
ciple and dangerous in practlae.“ 
We have here the combined wisdom 
and fluency of Dogberry. What ‘‘incontro- 
vertible laws of finance’’ do these agitated 
bankers refer to? And to what “dearly 
bought experience’ do they allude? We 
should think that such able men would feel 
it their duty to go into particulars when dis- 
cussing such an important question. Un- 
supported statements and assertions do not 
have any weight with thinking people. The 
experience of the world has shown that the 
frée coinage of silver, together. with the free 
coinage of gold, is the only basis of a sound 
and elastic currency. The experience of 
the people of the United States, from the 
beginning of the government down to 1873, 
has convinced them that the free coinage of 
silver is not only right in principle but pro- 
ductive of the happiest results in practice, 
What these Baltimore bankers say is not of 
much importance, but it is to be hoped that 


‘they will explain the incontrovertible laws 


of finance’ which make free coinage wrong 
in principle and dangerous in practice.“ 
Nobody has done it yet, and some pretty big 
men have tried it. 

There is another amusing piece of dog- 
matism put forth by these Baltimore bank- 
ers. Upon the fundamental principles of 
finance it is impossible that there should be 
any difference of opinion among those who 
are best able to judge. This is a large re- 
mark to make, especially in view of the 
fact that there is not now and never has 
been any important question of finance 
about which bankersand financiers are of 
one mind, It is, indeed, a surprising re- 
mark, and shows precisely what confidence 
ought to be placed in the other dogmatic as- 
sertions of the Baltimore firm. 


Some of the oldest and most experienced 


bankers in the country are in favor 
of the free coinage of silver—and 
all our bankers, except the Bal- 
timore firm—are in favor of free coinage. if 
the gold countries of Europe can be brought 
to terms. This, in fact, is the only differ- 
ence between the bimetallists and momotmet- 
allists of the United States. The bimetallists 
maintain that free coinage in this country 
will compel free coinage in Europe; the 
monometallists maintain that if the coinage 
of silver is stopped silver will become so 
cheap as to compel the European nations to

When divorce is impossible, or restricted 
to the one cause having scriptural sanction— 
that of adultery—marriage becomes a matter 
of vital importance. On the other hand, 
when its obligations may be easily thrown 
off the foundation of the home and family is 
undermined, and the result is a state of 
morals more or less loose, according to envi- 
ronment and conditions. 

South Carolina may go too far in one di- 
rection, but her sister states certainly go too 
far in the other.

It can be used in 
charging torpedoes and submarine mines. A 
shell of solid steel, it is said, weighing 1,000 
pounds, thrown from a twelve-inch steel rifle and 
filled with this explosive, not only would pierce a 
sixteen-inch armor, but prove terribly destructive 
when its contents were distributed. The new 
American invention is well named terrorite. It 
promises to be the coming high explosive, and the 
most valuable and effective agent of destruction 
which American genius has yet produced.”

The Battle of Franklin. 

Eprror ConstiruTion—I write to ask the read - 
ers of THE ConsTITUTION concerning a General 
Adams, who was killed at the battle of Franklin, 
Tenn., on the 30th day of November, 1864. My 
regiment occupied a position in front of the semi- 
nary building and on our extreme left (federal). 

At the third charge a rebel officer fell on our 
breastworks, his horse being killed and the rider 
pinioned beneath the dead horse. As soon as the 
charge was repelled, some of my men lifted the 
horse, while others dragged the wounded officer 
out and carried him to a place of safety in the 
rear of our works. He said he was “General 
Adams, of the Georgia brigade.”’ . 

He called for water, and was supplied with a 
canteen of cool water. Some of my men carried 
cotton from an old cotton gin near by and made 
a pillow, as best they could, for the dying man. 
He thanked us, and when I expressed my re- 
grets, he calmly said it was the fate of a 
soldier to die. 

Charge after mae followed, in 
the excitement 0 the conflict, I 
lost sighteof him, and soon withdrew from the 
field, leaving our own and the enemy’s dead and 
wounded on the field. The saddle was taken from 
the general’s horse and given to General I. C. 
Casement, the commander of my brigade, who has 
carefully 2 it at his home in Ohio, 
labeled, Taken from the horse of General Adams, 
November 30, 1864.“ 

The information I ask is this: Was General 
Adams's body found on the battlefleld at Frank 
Un, Tenn. ? Has he any relatives or friends now 
living who would care to know how he was killed, 
etc. My mother’s name was Adams, and it is pos- 
sible that the same Virginia biood that now flows 
in my veins crimsoned the sod at Franklin from 
the body of General Adams. If General Adams 
has a son or daughter who may see this, I will say

GENERAL GEORGIA GOSSIP. 


The tearing down of the old Richmond tavern 
in Augusta will remove one of the historic land- 
marks of that city. The date of its erection is not 
within the memory of the oldest inhabitant, but 
Mr. Wiley Barron, who reaches his eighty-fourth 
year next month, remembers its history for more 
than half a century. His first recollection of this 
building was when it was known as the Richmond 
tavern, and conducted by Captain Edward N. 
Collier. The Georgia railroad, between Augusta 
and Atlanta, was the only one then constructed in 
this part of the country. 

The planters of that day, prosperous and bon 
vivant, as only ante-bellum southern planters 
could be, came to Augusta in their wagons loaded 
with cotton, tobacco, indigo, etc.,. andtthere were 
some gathetings around the board and fireside of 
that historic tavern worthy of King Arthur, or of 
Spain. It is certainly known that it sheltered 
Alexander Stephens when he would ride down 
from Liberty hall to attend the political meetings 
that were held here previous to the war. All 
went weil under the management of Captain Coll- 
jer, until January 6 or 7, 1844. On that night, 
while soliciting patronage for his hotel out on the 


Georgia railroad, he became engaged in an alter- 


cation with a man by the name of Robert Burns, 
who was running an omnibus for the United 
States hotel, now the Central. In the melee 
Burns stabbed Collier with a largejbowié knife, 
trom the effects of which he died almost instantly. 

Mr. Addison Christian, recently deceased, was 
then serving his first term as chief of police of 
Augusta. He afterwards did much good detect- 
ive work, but the arrest of Burns was a piece of 
work which he perhaps never surpassed. The 
scarcity of railroads in that day rendered it 
necessary to travelalmost entirely by private 
couveyance. But Christian followed the fugitive 
persfttently. He kept track of him as he fied 
from city to city. Finally, just as Burns was about 
to step on a steamboat at Memphis, Christian 
Augusta, tried and sentenced to the penitentiary. 
During his incarceration he jgined the church, 
and after his release, it is suid, remained an ex- 
emplary citizen. 3

And the remarkable thing about itis that this 
new city has been built up almost without north- 
ern capital. It has been built up by the people of 
Atlanta, which shows what a brave, intelligent 
and determined people can doeven in the most 
trying circumstances. I welcome northern cap- 
ital and northern enterprise to Atlanta, or to any 


other part of Georgia, but it still is a subject of 


pride to reflect how we managed to practically 
get along without outside help.’”

Yesterday the proposition to be made 
from President Inman, of the Terminal 
company, to President Thomas, of the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis rail- 
way, lessee of the Western and Atlantic, 
was received in Atlanta by Mr. Pat Cal- 
houn. 


What the nature of the proposition is Mr. 
Calhoun refused to say, but it was pretty 
generally believed in railroad circles that, 
if accepted, it meant the entrance of the 
East Tennessee into the depot. 

The basis of the settlement is just about 
as published in Tue ConsTITUTION some 
time ago. ’ 

The $28,000 asked for by President Thomas 
will be paid by the roads entering into the 
depot, but how that sum is to be divided 
among them could not be learned. 

As the proposition covers the demands made 
by President Thomas, there seems no doubt 
about it being accepted. 

Mr. Calhoun said yesterday that President 
Thomas would be in Atlanta either Saturday 
or Monday next, and then the announeement 
of a final settlement will be made if the propo- 
sition is accepted.

Nearly 100 Now Members Recetved by 
the Railroad Men's League. 


AT (TS MEETING ON LAST NIGHT. 


Constitution and By-Laws Adopted—Who 
Is Eligible to Membership—The 
League Is Growing. 


4 

The Railroad Men's Protective League met 
again last night at Centennial hall, and 137 
new members were taken in. 

President Broyles presided, and the meet- 
ing was an enthusiastic and representative 
one. b 

The most important business was the report 
of the executive committee, which was pre- 
sented by Chairman John Calvin. They re- 
ported the proposed constitution and by-laws, 
which, witha few minor amendments, were 
adopted. 

The constitution ard by-laws covered the de- 
sired ground, and were such as all railroad 
men could approve. 

The eligibility section of the constitution is 
a very important one, Not only are all active 
railroad men eligible to membership, but all 
employes of express companies, mail agents, 
dummy engineers and conductors, dummy fire- 
men, motormen, and electric car conductors 
oan join the league. 

„In fact,” as President Broyles puts it, 
“anybody, that runs on wheels can come in, 
except street car conductors—we draw the 
line there.“ . 

Ex-railroad men can become members, 
only by sending their name before the league 
to be voted on by them. Ifa majority of the 
members are in favor of accepting him, his 
name goes. 

President Broyles said last night that the 
clause admitting ex-railroad men as members 
would awell the membership of the league to 
3,000. 

With amembership that large the league 
will de a formidable opponent in political 
contests in the future. 

The by-laws provide for an admisston fee of 
25 cents and 25 cents dues per quarter. This 
is to pay hall rent, advertising and other cnr 
rent expenses of the leag ue. 

The committee appointed at the last meet 
ing to canvass the several railroads and find 
out what percentage of the railroad men had 
registered, made a very favorable report. 

They had gone through the different rail- 
road yards and offices and talked with the 
men. Nearly all of them had registered, and 
those who had not expressed their determina- 
tion to do so at once, and be ready for the city 
election. 

The meeting adjourned to meet at the same 
place next Thursday night at 8 o’clock. 

The members are very enthusiastic over the 
rapid growth of the league and its bright 
prospects for the future. 

As stated by President Broyles, ‘‘We do 
not expect to accomplish the object of our or- 
ganization in a very shorttime, but those who 
have studied the situation thoroughly feel sat- 
isfied that the objects of the league will so 
commend themselves to the railroad men of 
this city that in a few weeks there will be but 
few railroad men in Atlanta who are not 
members with us.“ 

Railroad men in neighboring cities have ap- 
plied for a copy of the by-laws and constitution 
of the league toestablish similar organizations. 

The league is growing strong in Atlanta. 


HE REPORTS. 


Special Master B. H. Hill, of the M. and 
N.G., Makes Recommendations 

Special Master B. H. Hill, of the Marietta 
and North Georgia, has submitted his reportin 
regard to the road. 

He reccommends that certificates be issued 
tothe amount of $1,088,443.47. He recom- 
mends that the road to Knoxville be built 
over its own bridge at a cost of $122,127; that 
$15,000 in certificates be issued for removing 
slopes, rocks, dirt, etc., from the cuts on the 
Hiawassee river; $3,200 for rebuilding the 
bridge at Ellijay; $45,000 to properly ballast 
the seventy-four miles from Knoxville to 
Hiawassee; $50,000 to build railroad yards, 
and $48,000 to meet the interest on the first 
original mortgage bonds. 

The report does not favor the continuing 
of the running of the branch from Murphy to 
Blue Ridge, as it has never earned operating 
expenses; nor at present the extension of the 
road from Marietta to Atlanta.

“Again, it is an absurd proposition to re- 

quire twelve different minds to view one 
state of facts in the same way; 
and there must of necessity be a 
great sacrifice of personal opinion and compro- 
mises when all have to agree. The very rule 
of unanimity breeds stubbornness. 
e “This isan age of progress, and whatever 
aids the courts in expediting business and pro- 
curing speedy trials is of the greatest impor- 
tance tothe courts, the bar and the people. 
Mistrials bring the courts into disrepute, and 
are burdensome to those seeking redress 
therein. 

“Judge Cooley says that to require a unani- 
mous verdict is repugnant to all experience of 
human conduct, onsand understandings, 
and no legislature could deliberately pass an 
act to favor it. Bentham says that the rule is 
no less extraordinary than barbarous. 

“The argument in favor of the three- 
‘fourths rule in civil cases is unan- 
swerable. In continental Eur all 
civil cases are submitted to the judge with 
the law and facts without a jury. Every judge 
in the state and the judges of the supreme 
court, to whom the subject has been men- 
tioned, heartily concur in the bill. It should 
be passed by all means.”’

HE HAS BEEN TO THAT COUNTRY ONCE, 


And Is Now Content to Spend the Balance 
of His Days in the United 
States. 


1 Ga., September 17.—[Special.] 
One of the most intelligent, influential and re- 
spected colored citizens in Georgia is Floyd 


Snelson, of this city. 


He has figured prominently in politics, has 
been a preacher of the gospel and is now su- 
perintendent of the colored free schools of 
Waycross. 

In 1877 he was sent to Africa as general 
agent of the American missionary association. 
The Trip to Africa. 

Upon this latter subject he was seen and 
asked as to his opinion of that country. He 
said: 

„On the 24th of September, 1877, we sailed 
from New York, and reached Freetown, Sierra 
Leone, on the 19th of October. We remained 
about one year, and visited Mendi, 
fiousi, Gallinas and Liberia. 

„While there we were engaged in sawmill 
‘work and farming. We employed a large 
number of natives at a very small figure to do 
the hard work. Coronco, bye and bissi are 
the principal woods used. The income from 
this industry is very small, there being no 
means of exporting the lumber. Cotton is grown 
successfully, the stalk continuing to grow 
higher and higher every year until it gets out 
of reach, when it is cut down and planted over 

n. 

„Orange and coffee farms can also be man- 
aged successfully. Potatoes and peanuts grow 
well. Corn cannot be successfully cultivated. 

“The country is rich in mineral resources 
but no means of developing.“ 

Would you advise the colored people to go 
to Africa?“ 

„I would not, as labor is in abundance and 


Can be had at a very smal! rate.“ 


„What are the wages of a common laborer?” 

„The average price paid for monthly labor is 
a pound, or $5, out of which they bear all ex- 
penses. The natives live at this rate, because 
they use the native products, which cost very 
little, while the American laborer has to use 
American productions, which cost a great deal 
more.“ 

„What are the cost of groceries out there 
American productions?“ 

“White bacon sells for a shilling or 24 
cents per pound the year round; hams from 
36 to 50 cents, butter from 60 to 75 cents, and 
lard for 25 cents per pound; flour $15 per bar- 
rel and other American, productions at corre- 


sponding prices.”

I would not advise my people to go to Okla- 
homa or any other place unless they have the 
means to go, and in case they don’t like it to 
return with. 

Between the years 1872 and 1876 there were 
great inducements offered tothe colored people 
to go to Alabama, Mississippi, Arkansas, 
Louisiana and Texas by emigration agents, 
and there was a great exodus to those states, 
at a fearful sacrifice of their homes and other 
properties. Everybody is familiar with the re- 
sult. Many were taken out there and starved 

while others were thrown in malaria! regions 
to work out their passage money where it was 
not possible for them to live. 

“A few escaped and returned to tell the story. 
Among them were a few near relatives of my 
own. No, sir, youcan saythatI am notin 
favor of the colored people emigrating unless 
they know what is before them.”

THE NEW YORK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 7 


NEW YORK, September 17.— The stock market was 
more active today than on any other day of this year. 
The bullish feeling was very marked at the opening, 
but at the close it was rampant, and those who talk 
lower prices are tonight in a large minority. Foreign- 
ers were moderate buyers in the early trading, re- 
sponsive to higher figures from the other side, and 
there was an urgent demand for long account from do- 
mestic operators. Bears and traders, however, were 
still in fighting trim, and, notwithstanding the aid to 
bulls from the foreign contingent, prices were ‘forced 
off all along the line. The stubbornness of resistance 
to depression, however, was extremely disheartening 
to the bears, and later in the day heavy buying orders 
appeared, which soon turned the scale finally in the 
direction of higher prices. These orders were most 
prominent in the old favorite, Reading, and dealings 
in that stock were run up to an extremely large figure, 
being second only to Atchison, which still retained its 
leadin that respect. Northwestern was another stock 
which has long been practically dormant, which re- 
ceived a sharp awakening, While among the special- 
ties which have lately come into prominence, Ontario 
and Western Kansas and Texas preferred, Wabash 
preferred and some others were joined by the new 
stocks, which advanced sharply on large trading. 
Among these may be mentioned Milwaukee, Lake 
Shore and Western stocks, and Peoria, Decatur and 
Evansville, The opening was rather irregular under 
the opposing forces in the market,but the old strength 
was not long in manifesting itself with an extremely 
heavy trading, and while no marked improvement was 
seen in the early dealings gains were spread all over 
the list. The pressure began to tell as the early de- 
mand was satisfied, and material concessions were 
scored in a few stocks, bnt the level of the opening 
was generally reached at noon. Later the volume of 
business again increased, and an irresistible impulse 
forced prices upward in all portions of the list, when 
Reading, Atchison, Northwestern and specialties took 
the lead. Transactions in late tradings were again on 
an enormous scale, the covering of stocks being in- 
dulged in freely by frightened shorts, which had the 
effect of accelerating the upward march of values. 
The market finally closed very active and decidedly 
strong at the highest prices of the day. Final gains 
are generally for fractions, but Reading is up 25s, 
Kansas and Texas preferred 1%, Northwestern 1%, 
Ontario and Western 1½ and Rock Island, Burlington 
and Wabash preferred each 1 per cent. Sales of listed 
stocks aggregated 560,000shares, unlisted 9,000. Sales 
of Atchison aggregated 114,000 and Reading 111,000 
shares.

NEW YORK, September 17.--The market opened 
fairly steady and at a trifling advance, the feature, 
however, being very heavy purchases of Reading stock 
for foreign account. Ihis buying went on all day and 
ultimately did very much to turn the market in the af- 
ternoon, when itrallied sharply and closed at the 
highest point of the day, and in most instances at the 
highest prices made on the recent movement. The ad- 
vance in rates for coal agreed on at yesterday’s meet- 
ing of the coal agents is the assumed explanation for 
the advance in price of Reading stock, and the public 
here and abroad is daily becoming more bullish on it. 

Another feature was the further enormous transac- 
tionb in Atchison, and the further sharp advance in 
price. From the looks of this stock there is no doubt 
that the stock is being absorbed by the Gould party, 
and their endeavor to secure as much of it at as low a 
price as possible would no doubt account for the con- 
tinued heaviness of the Gould stocks. It is probable 
that they have already secured enough, or nearly 
enough, to give them control, and when they are ready 
to announce their position we believe that tie Gould 
stocks will join in the advance on the general list, and 
then the market will —— very rapidiy.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 

CHICAGO, September 17.— The wheat market was 
nervous today. It was generally strong, though, with 
quick turns up and down, but keeping above yester- 
day’s closing figures, Offerings were rather light, and 
there was good buying. At thestart a few nervoug 
shorts began to buy on the strength of the fact that 
British consols were reported a point lower. This, 
they argued, was an indication that the danger of 
war was not entirely past on the other side of the 
water. The result was that the market today opened 
rather easy, and at once took on a strong and advanc- 
ing tone, but thege was an absence of any decidedly 
bullish news; and, as soon as this little buying spurt 
was over, the market weakened. Selling was free on 
the advance, and, as it continued after the demand was 
appeased, the price went off about as rapidly asit had 
gone up. December started at 97'4@97%(c, quickly sold 
to 97%, c, reacted to 97c and rested fora time around 
that figure. During a period of comparative steadi- 
ness, a dispatch from New York was handed around 
saying that a cablegram received there quoted prices 
higher at Paris, on a rumor that the French minister 
of finance was dead, Curiously enough, this was fol- 
lowed by a number of buying orders from New York. 
They were supplied with similar orders from St. Louis, 
and a New York telegram advised that foreigners were 
buying freely there. This caused aseason of consid- 
erable animation, which carried December to 98%c. A 
reaction to 97%c followed; but renewed assurance of 
liberal foreign buying in New York, strenger private 
cables, wet weather in England and a report that Rus- 
sia was about to prohibit the exportation of wheat, 
which piece of intelligence also came from New York, 
caused a deal of strength during the last hour. De- 
cember sold to 99%,c, weakened some and closed at 
98 . 

Corn opened rather strong at 53½%3 g for October, 
against 53\4c at the close yesterday. September opened 
at 608560 ½ e, but the signal service map showed sum- 
mer weather all over the corn belt, with no Manitoba 
wave in sight. The Cincinnati Price Current said: 
“Corn is maturing tardily, and the weather fairly fa- 
vorable. Light fros:s would be beneficial in many sec- 
tions. A large crop is practically assured if hard, 
freezing weather is delaved a week or two longer.” ” 
Added to these bear items was the prospect of contin- 
ued heavy receipts. All these things seemed to have 
discouraged the clique who have been keeping prices 
of September and October up, and houses which have 
been heretofore representing them were selling. Then 
the bulls outside of the clique began to sell long prop- 
erty and the shorts to. put out fair lines. September 
was subjected to special pressure, and a steady down- 
ward movement was the result. September went off 
Je to 57e. At that point the shorts began to take their 
profits, the result being a reaction, in which, however, 
September did not participate, closing at the bottom, 
but October, which had sold off to 5154, closed at 5280, 
and May, which had retired to 1c, rallied to and 
closed at 42. 

Oats were quiet and comparatively steady. 

Provisions fluctuated frequently within a narrow 
range and closed at or near the closing prices of yes- 
terday.

About Changing an Ordinance,

Atlanta policemen think they have a griev- 
ance against the Consolidated Street Railway 
Company, and it’s 

Because they must be in full uniform if they 
want to ride free. 

The Consolidated Street Railway Company 
i, a no-pass road. 

It’s said thateven the president has to pay 
his nickel unless he’s riding on street railroad 
business. 

None of the employes can ride without giv- 
ing a ticket, and they can’t use these tickets 
without they are going on business for the 
road. 

A policeman can’t ride free unless he is in 
full uniform, helmet, coat andjall. One who 
changes his helmet for a hat and wants to ride 
home mast pay his nickel. If he is in fall 
uniform, however, heis assured of his free 
ride. 

To say that this pleases the blue coats would 
be too great a prevarication for a third party 
messiah. 

They can’t kick except by talking, but they 
are doing lots of this sort of tongue labor just 
now. : 

When off duty a policemanjusually changes 
his coat and head - gear at the station house be- 
fore going home. He starts, but anything 
wrong on the way is noticed by him, and 
many arrests are daily made by men who are 
not on their beat nor strictly on duty. 

If he rides home on a street car he may get 

off within a bluck to stop a disturbance or 
make an arrest. 
He gets on another car, and: may be stopped 
again. This may be repeated several times, 
and he may be called upon to make an arrest 
on the car itself. 

Yet, if his helmetis off, he paysa nickel 
every time he mountsa car. That's where 
the police protest comes in. 

The policemen at Inman.Park and Ponce 
de Leon are allowed to do their work without 
uniforms. They have been allowed the 
privilege of the cars until the recent order 
from the company about full uniforms. 

As a result of the order the policemen were 
made to pay for each trip. They were out of 
the city, and furnished protection free of 
charge. 

It was toomuch to make them pay, and 
now the men who policed these districts are 
working in the city proper. 

Tuesday Patrolman Mercer was called in 
by the chief from Ponce de Leon, and Wednes- 
day Patrolman Frank Whitley took up a beat 
in the city, and left Inman Park to itself and 
the citizens around it. 

The officers of the company, however, say 
they do not consider it much of a hardship for 
a policeman to wear his uniform. If he wears 
it he has no cause for complaint. 

The policemen, on the other hand, think as 
they are paid by the city and are expected to 
do their duty as officers, whether in full uni- 
form or not, that their badge ought to entitle 
them to a ride. Especially as the street cars 
are under their supervision not only as regards 
usual cases, but also by a city ordinance re- 
quiring them to arrest any one who refuses to 


pay car fare.
